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PRICE HIKES 
TO HIT TRAIN 
COMMUTERS 


RAIL passengers are set to be 
hit hard by inflation-busting 
increases in train fares - with 
rises of up to 15 per cent. 

Politicians and consumer groups have 
reacted angrily to the ‘ludicrous” increas¬ 
es - which see Kent’s commuters pick up 
the bill for caps on fares in London. 

Train companies base their annual 
price rises for fares regulated by the 
Government, such as season tickets, on 
the Retail Price Index (RPI) for July plus 
one per cent. 

City analysts have predicted the figure 
will be 4.5 per cent or more, meaning a 
5.5 per cent rise across most fares in 
January next year. 

But under its franchise agreement 
with the Department for Transport, 
Southeastern, which operates trains in 
Kent, is allowed to add three per cent to 
the RPI figure for county fares, leading 
to massive hikes for passengers. 

And because the company is not 
allowed to add the extra three per cent

to fares in London, Kent commuters can 
expect to pick up the bill for the money 
the company is missing out on in the 
capital. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent spokesman for 
the national rail watchdog Passenger 
Focus, called for the suspension of the 
three per cent rule because of the finan¬ 
cial pressures already facing passengers 
due to the credit squeeze and fiiel prices. 

He said: “Something that compounds 
the issue for passengers in Kent is ‘zonal- 
isation’. In the London area [the compa¬ 
ny covers] fares are not allowed to go 
beyond RPI plus one per cent so the extra 
money that Southeastern are allowed to 
claim all falls on Kent passengers. 

“Kent is picking up the extra two per 
cent London passengers are not paying.” 

Southeastern, which last year put up 
the price of some tickets by as much 
as 14.5 per cent, argued that since the

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High Court defeat in 
Gurkha pensions fight 


GURKHAS’ fight for pension 
equality has been dealt a massive 
blow after the High Court decided 
the current system was fair. 

Three of the former renowned fighters 
claimed they received up to 36 per cent 
less than other British soldiers they fought 
alongside. 

But a judge rejected their bid, which affects 
thousands of others Gurkhas, many of whom 
were once based in Kent. 

Kumar Shrestha, Kamal Purja and 
Sambahadur Gurung, who was too ill to 
attend the hearing, claimed they had been 
treated unlawfully. 

Their lawyers pointed out that Gurkhas 
who signed up before July, 1997, but retired 
after that date, were given pensions worth 
24-36 per cent of the value given to other 
British Army troops. 

However, Mr Justice Ouseley ruled the 
Ministry of Defence’s pension valuation had 
been “justified and proportionate”. 

Last year, the Government agreed to trans¬ 
fer pensions from the existing Gurkha Pension 
Scheme into one of the mainstream Armed 
Forces Pension Schemes.

But Gurkhas who retired before 1997 were 
not included in the deal and are angry at the 
way years of service before then are calculated. 

Chhatra Rai, general secretary of the 
British Gurkha Welfare Society, told Kent on 
Sunday that the High Court judgement was 
“so unfair”. 

He added: “Basically, what has happened to 
Gurkhas is that every three years they served 
before 1997 is aggregated to just one year 
when it comes to working out their pension. 

Legal aid 

“This is clearly not logical. It undervalues 
our worth and it’s plain to see this is just an 
insult to the Gurkhas. Why are we worth so 
little to the British government? 

“Three years of service is three years.” 

Mr Rai said the society was trying to raise 
£13,000 to challenge last year’s pensions deal 
in the High Court. He said the three Gurkhas 
wanted to appeal. 

But he added: “I understand these three 
men are considering an appeal, but there 
may not be legal aid available for them.” 


Solicitor Philippa Tuckman, who represented 
the trio, said she was “saddened” by the result. 

She said a Gurkha who retired in 2007 on 
medical grounds with 17 years’ service would 
receive a pension of £4,650 a year, but a 
British soldier in the same position would be 
given about £6,400. 

“Gurkhas have served in theatres of war, in 
danger and in hardship,” she said. “They 
should be valued for it, not penalised.” 

A spokesman for the MoD said: “We welcome 
the ruling, which confirms that the recent pen¬ 
sions transfer offer to serving and eligible 
retired Gurkhas was fair and reasonable. 

“The transfer offer has resulted in a take- 
up of nearly 100 per cent of serving Gurkhas 
transferring to one of the Armed Forces 
Pensions Schemes, while approximately 73 
per cent of the retired Gurkha community 
eligible to transfer to one of the Armed Forces 
Pension Schemes elected to do so.” 

Gurkhas, who come from Nepal, have 
served in the British Army for nearly 200 
years and won 13 Victoria Crosses. 

The 1st Battalion The Royal Gurkha Rifles 
has its garrison in Brunei, whereas the 2nd 
Battalion is stationed at Folkestone’s 
Shomcliffe Barracks.

company took over the franchise in 2006 it 
had spent millions on the railway infrastruc¬ 
ture including the Channel tunnel link, called 
High Speed 1, to St Pancras. 

Mr Olatunji said: “Only 15 per cent of their 
passengers will be able to use the high-speed 
line, which is not insignificant, but the point 
is that everyone’s being asked to pay the 
extra fare increase. 

“We don’t mind regulation, but only if passen¬ 
gers get a fair deal. It’s not just about the cost 
it’s about what they are getting in return. 
There is big a question mark over whether the 
increases represent value for money.” 

John Bigmy, secretary of the Edenbridge 
and District Rail Passengers Association, said 
passengers in west Kent felt particularly 
angry over the fare increases. 

“If you live east of Ashford you will benefit 
from services such as the new high-speed link 
through quicker journey times. 

“In this side of Kent we will not get any ben¬ 
efit, but we will be paying the higher increase 
in fares.” 

Mr Olatunji said government regulation of 
fares was a good thing, but only if it protected 
the consumer. 

“What is the point of regulation if the 
Government is able to create franchises like 
Southeastern where customers are paying so 


much more for nothing very special?” he said. 

He said under fare increase rules, rail com¬ 
panies were allowed to charge up to five per 
cent more on certain ticket prices as long as 
they reduced other fares by the equivalent of 
five per cent. 

“There is a possibility that with Kent having 
to swallow the zonal fare we are talking about 
increases of up to 15 per cent. People are 
struggling and it is very hard to justify the 
permission for them to give such increases.” 

Mr Olatunji said the organisation would 
begin campaigning and lobbying Government 
in September. 

He added: “Fares have gone up and passen¬ 
gers have swallowed it, but now everyone’s 
feeling the pinch, inflation is high and wages 
are not going up. We would call for the 
suspension of the three per cent rule because 
of the extraordinary circumstances at the 
moment for people financially.” 

Keith Dyall, South East spokesman for the 
campaign group Rail Future, joined calls for 
the three per cent rule to be abandoned. 

“It’s ludicrous. It is going to put up the cost 
of living and make the figures worse for 
everyone - it’s inflationary.” 

A spokeswoman for Southeastern, which 
makes more than £1 million a month in prof¬ 
its, said talk of fare increases in January was 
speculative because the July RPI would not 


be known until early August. 

She said: “We received £140m last year in sub¬ 
sidies, and over a year that goes down by £20m. 

“The idea is that as our subsidy decreases, 
passengers pay more towards the cost of their 
rail travel because it is less subsidised. 

“Taxpayers pay less overall and regulated 
rail prices increase as the money from 
Government decreases.” 

She added: “Our job is to make sure it is 
value for money. We need to make sure passen¬ 
gers think the service is running well they get 
to work on time and home when they expect. 
We hope they see things have improved and 
continue to improve.” 

Tom Harris, the rail minister, said: “The 
fare arrangement with Southeastern reflects 
the investment made in the franchise that 
passengers have benefited from, including 
£600m on new trains and £93m in power sup¬ 
ply, stations and depots. 

“It also reflects the ongoing £585m subsidy 
in the franchise area which, along with money 
raised through fares, helps to pay for the ongo¬ 
ing and necessary improvements to services. 

“This level of investment has helped to 
deliver the UK’s only high-speed line, freeing 
up more than 15 per cent of capacity for serv¬ 
ices across Kent. It will also bring an addi¬ 
tional 110 carriages and has led to 90 per cent 
reliability in terms of punctuality.”

I spy a quantum of action

FOR the first time white cher¬ 
ries are to be sold on supermar¬ 
ket shelves in large numbers. 

They will be called golden cherries at 
Sainsbury’s and are being grown on a 520- 
acre Kent farm. 

It is the first time the fmit has been pro¬ 
duced on a commercial scale in the UK, and 
is known in the business as Merton Glory. 

They should have been on the shelves two 
years ago, but the last two crops were 
destroyed by rain, which makes the fruit 
become waterlogged and burst. 

Behind their success is Brian Neaves and 
his family including daughter Sarah who 
ironically run AR Neaves and Sons Ltd at 
Little Sharsted Farm, Doddington, near 
Sittingboume. The company was started by 
Brian’s father Archie in 1941. 

Brian Neaves said: ‘We have been culti¬ 
vating the Merton Glory for around 40 
years here, but until now, they have only 
been available at small outlets. 

We have been supplying Sainsbury’s 
with fruits for 10 years or so, but they only 
took a big interest in the white cherry a 
couple of years ago. But then we had some 
terrible rains at the wrong time. The leaves 
absorb the water, which is then passed on to 
the fruit and they burst.” 

The breakthrough happened when a 
Sainsbury’s fruit technologist Dr Theresa 
Huxley recognised the Merton Glory could 
work commercially. 

She said: “I discovered the Merton Glory, 
with its beautiful, aromatic, golden flesh 
and pretty yellow blushed skin, and 
thought it definitely had the potential to 
meet the quality criteria of my Sainsbury’s 
Taste the Difference Golden Cherries.” 

The cherries are grown on a 40-acre sec¬ 
tion of the farm, and Mr Neaves said they 
are just planting a new variety called 
Gisella cherries, which should be available 
in under three years. 

He said they mostly produce eating 
apples, and are expanding further, having 
acquired a cherry grading machine to help 
the launch of their packing service.

THREE American war heroes 
whose exploits were captured 
in the hit TV show Band of 
Brothers are appearing at a 
show in Kent. 

Buck Compton, Don Malarky and Earl 
McClung will be signing books and talk¬ 
ing of their experiences of World War Two 
at the War and Peace Show. 

The 10-part TV series documented the 
story of Easy Company, part of the 
American Army’s 101st Airborne 
Division, which was dropped behind 
enemy lines in the first few minutes of 
D-Day. 

The book of their heroism by Stephen 
Ambrose so inspired actor Tom Hanks 
that he persuaded Stephen Spielberg to 
direct the TV series, which won world¬ 
wide acclaim. 

Mr Compton and Mr Malarky played a 
crucial role on day one of the invasion as 
part of a small team that captured four 
German howitzers. 


The guns had been shelling American 
troops emerging from landing craft on 
Utah Beach, so the men’s actions saved 
many lives. 

Both men were given medals. Earl 
McClung was also decorated, receiving 
two Bronze Star awards for valour and 
the Purple Heart for being wounded in 
the line of duty. 

After the Normandy campaign Easy 
Company worked its way up through 
France, Belgium, and then Holland, tak¬ 
ing part in the ill-fated Operation Market 
Garden. One of their final actions was to 
capture Hitler’s mountain retreat 
Berchtesgaden, towards the end of the 
war. 

Buck Compton later became a lawyer 
and handled the prosecution of Sirhan 
Sirhan, for assassinating Senator Robert 
Kennedy.

His devastated father, Lawrence Johnson, 
said: “I am very proud of my son for being a 
soldier.

I am very, very proud 
of him being a brave soldier. I want him to be 
remembered for who and what he was.” 

LCpl James ‘Jimmy’ Johnson was bom in 
Scotland, but grew up in Chatham. He joined 
the 1st Battalion the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, based at Howe Barracks in 
Canterbury, in 1997, serving with the Close 
Observation Platoon in Belfast and Bosnia. 

His commanding officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel David Richmond, said: “LCpl 
Johnson has made the ultimate sacrifice; a 
superb soldier and junior commander, he 
died doing the job he loved.

Birth of chicks is good news 

for wildlife trust but signals 

the effects of climate change

THE birth of white herons at a 
wildlife park is evidence of global 
warming, say conservation experts. 

Staff at Wildwood say climate change has 
warmed Britain’s climate so much that it is 
now suitable for little egrets to breed. 

The new arrivals at the park near 
Canterbury can be seen in an environmental- 
ly-fiiendly enclosure, where the water is puri¬ 
fied and pumped by wind and solar power. 

A spokesman said: “Though these beautiful 
birds are here because of environment 
change their upkeep within the park is car¬ 
bon neutral.” 

The little egret is a small white heron, with 
plumes on its head and chest, that lives on 
marshes and shallow fresh and coastal waters. 

Over the last few years it has increasingly 
made its home on British shores. 

Numbers of the birds in Europe were once 
pushed to dangerously low levels when their 
plumes became fashionable for decorating hats. 

They had been used for this purpose since 
the 17th century, but in the 19th century it 
became a major craze and the number of 
egret skins passing through dealers’ hands 
reached into the millions. 

Hunting had reduced the population of the 
species to dangerously low levels and con¬ 
cern about its future was one of the factors 
behind the establishment of the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds in 1889. 

The little egret has pushed north across 
Europe over the last 20 years and now breeds 
in the county, including at Northward Hill 
RSPB reserve on the north Kent marshes. 

Wildwood Trust chief executive Peter 
Smith said: “The little egret is another exam¬ 
ple of a creature brought almost to extinction 
by man, yet we have been able to conserve 
and build the populations by proper conser¬ 
vation. The birth of these chicks 
demonstrates that the Wildwood Trust, as a 
charity, is committed to restoring our native 
and once-native species.” 


The adult little egret is 55-65cm long, with 
an 88-106cm wingspan. Its plumage is all 
white and it has long black legs with yellow 
feet and a slim black bill. 

During the breeding season the bare skin 
between the bill and eyes becomes red or blue. 

Incubated 

Little egrets are mostly silent, but they 
make various croaking and bubbling calls at 
their breeding colonies and produce a harsh 
alarm call when disturbed. 

The little egret nests in colonies, often 
with other wading birds, usually on 
platforms of sticks in trees, shrubs, reed beds 
or bamboo groves. The females lay three 
to five eggs which are incubated by both 


adults for 21-25 days until hatching. 

Little egrets stalk their prey in shallow 
water, often running with raised wings or 
shuffling their feet. They also stand still and 
wait to ambush a variety of small animals 
including fish, amphibians, crustaceans and 
insects. 

The Wildwood Trust aims is to bring back 
Britain’s true ‘Wildwood’ by releasing large 
wild herbivores and developing conservation 
grazing systems. 

Animals that can be seen at the 38 acres of 
woodland include wolf, beaver, badgers, red 
squirrel and wild boar.

Council buoyed 
by sighting of 
rare damselfly 


A MAIDSTONE councillor has spotted a 
rare species of fly roaming the town. 

Tony Harwood spotted a white-legged 
damselfly by the River Len in the shad¬ 
ow of the Wat Tyler Way fly-over and 
Sainsbury car park, Maidstone. 

The discovery was made on June 18 
and was verified by the former curator 
of natural history at Maidstone Museum, 
Eric Philp. 

The white-legged damselfly is 
officially listed within the UK Red Data 
Book, which seeks to protect rare and 
endangered wildlife. 

The insect has been sighted before in 
Kent, but always in rural locations like 
the River Beult and River Darent at 
Lullingstone Castle. The Maidstone 
sighting is the first ever on the River Len 
or within such a built-up area. 

Cllr Harwood said: “The existence of 
such a rare animal living in the heart of 
Maidstone underlines the importance of 
preserving the natural character of our 
urban water-courses and is testimony 
to the progressive and enlightened man¬ 
agement by Maidstone Borough Council 
of the River Len Nature Reserve.” 

Cabinet member for leisure and 
culture, Brian Moss, said: “The council 
has taken a great interest in this small 
but important nature reserve alongside 
the River Len. 

“I am pleased our efforts have been 
noted by the sight of this damselfly.” 


Birds of a feather who can’t quite get it together

WILDWOOD has its very own Romeo 
night heron and Juliet little egret. 

The couple dote on each other and have 
built a nest together. 

But unlike Romeo and Juliet, who 
were separated by warring families, the 
feathered starcrossed lovers are separated 
by species. 

Though they are both of the heron fami¬ 
ly, and have even produced an egg, they 
will not hear the pitter patter of webbed 


feet as they are not genetically compatible. 

The male night heron has chosen the 
little egret as his mate even though 
the enclosure has a female night heron in 
residence. 

“It is really quite touching how attentive 
the night heron is” said Paul Wirdnam, the 
head keeper at Wildwood. 

“In fact, the little egret gets a bit frustrat¬ 
ed with him and I suspect she is confused 
why she is not producing chicks.”

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War grave finally 
to be moved after 
fears for shipping 


THE wreck of a World War 
One German submarine 
is to be moved from the 
Dover Strait as fears grow 
about its potential risk to 
shipping. 

The UB38 has laid on the seabed 
of the world’s busiest shipping lane 
for 90 years, but is now being moved 
due to increasingly deeper draught 
vessels navigating the south-west¬ 
bound lane. 

The submarine, which went down 
with all crew on board after striking 
a mine in the Channel on April 11, 
1918, is now set to be taken into 
deeper waters. 

Marine experts fear it could start 
to break up and be a threat to 
cross-Channel ferries, tankers and 
cargo ships in the busy lanes 
between Kent and France. 

The ship lies in shallow waters 
77ft below the surface - 10ft less 
than the internationally recognised 
safety depth for sunken wrecks.

and Wales, is responsible for the safe 
navigation of this stretch of water. 

Its executive chairman, Jeremy 
De Halpert, said: “Over recent years 
there has been a noticeable increase 
in the number of deep-draught ves¬ 
sels using the Dover Strait. 

“We have a statutory duty to 
ensure waterways within our remit 
remain safely navigable. In order to 
ensure this we have consulted with 
all concerned parties and concluded 
the best course of action available to 
us is the relocation of the wreck.” 

Vicinity 

The company has appointed JV 
Titan Maritime (UK), Scaldis 
Salvage and Marine Contractors NV 
to move the wreck. 

Mr De Halpert said: “It is essential 
the clearance depth in this section is 
increased. This can only be achieved 
by lifting the wreck from the 
seabed and repositioning it in 
the vicinity which is clear of the 


deep-draught vessels’ route. 

“A seabed survey has revealed it 
would not be possible to resettle the 
wreck where it currently lies and 
the other option of marking the site 
with floating aids to navigate would 
only create greater restriction.” 

The plan now is to drag the ship 
into deeper water, where it should 
not be affected by turbulence. 

The 300-tonne U-boat contains 
the bodies of some 30 crewmen and 
is officially designated as a war 
grave. Among the human remains 
on board are those of its captain, 
Leutnant Fritz Gregor. 

The UB38 was one of the most 
feared vessels in the German U- 
boat fleet and on its last voyage the 
doomed ship set out from Zeebrugge 
armed with six torpedoes. 

It is thought the ship was setting 
out to attack convoys carrying vital 
supplies and weapons to American 
troops on the Western Front, as well 
as food for people in Britain, when it 
went down. 
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Fish stocks hit by killer herpes virus 


A FISHERY has had movements 
of fish prohibited to and from the site 
following a spate of deaths blamed 
on a virus. 

Fish at the Shirkoaks Farm fishery 
in Woodchurch, near Ashford, were 
found to have the koi herpesvirus 
(KHV) disease. 

Samples were taken by the 
Department for Environment, Food 


and Rural Affairs following reports of 
high death rates of fish in the farm’s 
waters. 

The disease affects common carp as 
well as well as other varieties such as 
koi. Symptoms include bleeding from 
the gills, white patches on the gills or 
skin, sunken eyes and hyperactive 
behaviour. 

Defra has now set up a Designated 


Area Order around the site which 
includes lakes and an imaginary bor¬ 
der of land around the area. 

Since April, 2007, it has been com¬ 
pulsory for fisheries to notify Defra if 
they suspect any form of disease 
amongst their fish stocks. 

The farm can only move fish or fish 
eggs from the site if it has written 
permission.

Terror police release man 


A MAN arrested in Maidstone by 
police officers investigating the 
murder of six men in Northern 
Ireland 14 years ago has been 
released without charge. 

The 45-year-old man, who has 
not been named, was seized on 
Saturday with the assistance of 
Kent police. 

But after questioning by the 
Police Service of Northern Ireland 


in Antrim he was released on 
Wednesday. 

The killings took place in 
O’Toole’s bar in Loughinisland, 
County Down, on June 18, 1994, 
as drinkers were watching a 
World Cup football match. 

Members of the Protestant 
terror gang the UVF entered the 
bar and opened fire, killing six 
people aged between 34 and 87.

From workhouse to world 


A NEW state-of-the-art £227 mil¬ 
lion hospital is planned for Kent 
and is set to open in 2011. 

It will be situated at Pembury, near 
Tunbridge Wells, which has a long history of 
providing medical care since a workhouse cost¬ 
ing £4,000 opened there in the early 1800s. 

As the NHS celebrates its 60th anniversary 
of providing free healthcare, KOS Media looks 
back to see how attitudes towards the sick and 
the vulnerable have changed. 

John Weeks, the emergency planning man¬ 
ager for the NHS in west Kent, is usually 
focused on handling ‘what-if disaster scenar¬ 
ios in the future but the keen historian has 
also been delving into the past for a book to 
mark the opening of the new hospital. 

“The idea is that when the two old hospitals 
shut, Pembury and the Kent and Sussex in 
Tunbridge Wells, we will have some historic 
record of them,” he said. 

The Tonbridge Union, formed out of repre¬ 
sentatives from local parishes, bought the 
Pembury site for £1,000 and opened a work- 
house there for 400 poor people in 1836. 

Mr Weeks, who has been sifting through 
hundreds of historical documents, death regis¬ 
ters and other records, said: “It was designed 
to look like a prison to discourage anyone from 
going there. The sick were looked after by 
able-bodied paupers with no training. 

“A medical officer visited each week and 
ordered that the nurses should receive two 
glasses of gin a day for fortification.” 

Basic human rights were stripped from the 
poor who were desperate to seek shelter in 
workhouses - men and women were separat¬ 
ed, children were taken from their parents

and they were forced to wear a uniform. 

In 1884 there were 84 men, 94 women and 72 
children at the Pembury workhouse forced to 
live in prison-like conditions through poverty. 

Mr Weeks told how smallpox spread through 
the workhouse in 1837 and in 1848 the water 
had become so stagnant and caused so much 
disease a new supply had to be found. 

“Men were expected to break stone into pieces 
for road repairs and women had to pick oakum, 
separating rope into strands for naval ships. 
Both were monotonous back-breaking work.

“Disorder was dealt with harshly, in 1854 
Henry Catt was given 18 lashes for throwing a 
knife at tea time and inmates were often sent 
to prison for refusing to work, a woman called 
Louise Heath was given 14 days at Maidstone 
prison form disorderly conduct,” he said. 

It was two women who led reforms at the 
Pembury workhouse to improve conditions for 
the inmates. 

Louisa Twining, of the Twining tea family, 
lived in Tunbridge Wells and set up the 
Workhouse Infirmary Nursing Association. 

Although an infirmary block was built in 
1856, between 1885 and 1895 the area was 
enlarged and by 1900 trained nurses were 
brought in after lobbying from Miss Twining 
and Amelia Scott a suffragette also living in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

“She was a great Victorian philanthropist,” 
Mr Weeks said. “She was instrumental, along 
with Florence Nightingale, in bringing in prop¬ 


erly trained nurses. This set up massive 
changes in the way the poor were dealt with. In 
separating the poor from the sick, who were in 
the infirmary, they were treated with dignity.” 

Workhouses were abolished in the 1930s 
and the Pembury site was taken over by Kent 
County Council as a county hospital. 

The hospital played an active role during 
World War Two when Guys Hospital in London 
was evacuated to Pembury and nurses were 
housed in tents on the lawn, Mr Weeks said. 

After Dunkirk the hospital saw an influx of 
casualties, with 40 operations in just one day. 

Mr Weeks said one of the striking changes 
he noticed while researching the book was the 
drop in deaths from diseases such as small¬ 
pox, cholera, polio and typhoid since the 1930s. 

The NHS meant everyone was able to inocu¬ 
late their children, after the polio vaccine was 
introduced in 1955 a huge drop was seen in 
the number of cases and after the smallpox 
immunisation programme in 1956 the illness 
was eradicated by 1980 in the UK. 

Immunisation programmes, water treat¬ 
ment and sanitation systems mean such dis¬ 
eases no longer pose a major threat or have 
been wiped out completely. 

The Kent and Sussex (K&S) grew from a 
dispensary, which saw outpatients in 
Tunbridge Wells High Street before moving to 
Grosvenor Road in 1841. 

It was known as the Tunbridge Wells 
General Hospital in 1884 so it was not con¬ 
fused with the infirmary at the workhouse and 
patients could only be admitted with a letter of 
recommendation from the hospital committee. 

Like Pembury, the hospital had supporters 
from among the upper classes in Tunbridge 
Wells. In 1897 David Salomons, an inventor 


and engineer, donated its first X-ray machine. 

During World War One, 1,700 injured sol¬ 
diers were treated at the hospital and in 1926 
it was decided that a new hospital was needed. 

A huge fundraising drive began with sup¬ 
port from Winnie the Pooh author AA Milne 
and the hospital which is now the K&S opened 
in 1934 with 210 beds and costing around 
£27,000 a year to run. 

Mr Weeks said: “During World War Two both 
hospitals were taken over by the government. 
The K&S had huts built by the Government for 
more ward space which are still in use today.” 

Bringing together and nationalising the 
country’s hospitals and doctors’ surgeries was 
first thought of during World War Two. 

After Labour won the 1945 general election, 
Aneurin Bevan was appointed Health 
Minister and unveiled his NHS proposals. 

They proved hugely controversial, meeting 
opposition not only from the Conservative 
Party but also from doctors and consultants. 

But in 1948 his vision of a health service free 
at the point of use, available to everyone who 
needed it and paid for out of general taxation 
became a reality. 

Mr Weeks said: “The 1960s saw a lot of 
changes and hospitals became managed by 
health authorities, matrons were disbanded 
and replaced by chief nursing officers.” 

Health bosses have wanted a new hospital 
in Tunbridge Wells since the 60s and, finally, 
one is set to be delivered. 

‘Discussions took place from 1963 for a new 
district general hospital,” Mr Weeks added. 
‘Until 1985 there was an A&E at both K&S and 
Pembuiy. They took it turns to be open, take one 
week on and one week off, which was confusing 
for the public and the ambulance service!”

New hospital to have 
en suites, and robots 


ROBOTS delivering medical supplies 
around wards, 100 per cent single en-suite 
rooms and a ‘healing environment’ will go 
towards making Pembury the most unique 
NHS hospital in the country. 

Plans for a new hospital in Tunbridge Wells 
have been around since the early 60s and the 
Government gave final approval for the pri¬ 
vate finance initiative project earlier this year. 

Graham Goddard, the trust’s estates 
development director, said: ‘We think what 
we have done is design not just a state-of- 
the-art hospital but one that is world class. 

We have looked at all of the evidence and 
the starting point to our approach was 
patient safety, therefore we looked at not 
just evidence in the UK but internationally.” 

Infection control and prevention is current¬ 
ly top priority for NHS organisations and 
MRSA and Clostridium difficile, as well as 
emerging superbugs, promise to continue pre¬ 
senting challenges for health professionals. 

Mr Goddard told how the hospital is 
designed to separate ‘patient flows’ so in¬ 
patients do not bump into out-patients or 
deliveries of food or laundry. 

We have a design concept for hospitals 
within a hospital. For example, in the women’s 
and children’s department patients will come 
in through the common entrance but also 
through its own discreet entrance,” he said. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust, which is building the hospital with its 


private partner, developer Equion, wanted the 
512-bed hospital to be the first in the country 
with 100 per cent single en suite rooms. 

Mr Goddard said this would have great 
benefits terms of hospital-acquired infec¬ 
tions and also privacy and patient dignity. 

We are looking at patient safety and the 
healing environment’. If patients are given a 
view to the outside (84 per cent of the rooms 
at Pembury look out onto woodland) and nat¬ 
ural ventilation there is a wealth of empirical 
evidence showing they recover quicker and 
need less pain relief,” Mr Goddard said. 

He said it was mainly basic considerations 
that made the design at Pembury so forward- 
thinking. For example, the majority of patient 
falls happen when people got up to use the 
bathroom, so en suites are next to beds and 
can be reached by holding a handrail. 

A more high-tech addition to the hospital 
being considered are Automated Guided 
Vehicles, or mobile robots, which take supplies 
to drop-off points and can be programmed to 
make deliveries during the night. 

Mr Goddard said after seeing them in 
action in a German hospital that he is keen 
to see them used in the Pembury. 

“What we have got is the most unique hos¬ 
pital in the country and we can extend the 
hospital so it is flexible as healthcare is 
changing at such a rapid rate. The building 
will be stunning and our staff will have a 
decent place to work.”

Nurses at forefront 
of ‘exciting times’ 


ONCE able to do little more than 
change a bedpan without a consul¬ 
tant’s permission, the role of nurs¬ 
es has changed dramatically in the 
60 years since the NHS was bom. 

Barrie Collins, nursing director at West Kent 
Primary Care Trust (PCT), has been a nurse for 
35 years and was one of only three male nurses 
at the general hospital where he trained. 

“I would say the biggest change is the 
autonomy that nurses now have,” he said. 

“Nurses are generally practitioners in their 
own right now rather than hand maidens to 
the doctors doing tasks they were told to do. 

“Nurses, especially specialist nurses, see, 
treat and discharge patients without them 
seeing a doctor and will routinely make deci¬ 
sions about the care given to patients.” 

He said the growth in high technology 
equipment meant nurses routinely carry out 
procedures that would once have been done 
by doctors. Caring for far more people in the

community meant nurses are able to carry 
out a lot more procedures such as giving 
patients intravenous antibiotics, said. 

“Nurses used to need a doctor’s permission 
to put in a catheter and did not make then- 
own decisions. 

“But along with that autonomy goes the 
responsibility. Nurses are personally account¬ 
able for whatever they do, which is a good 
thing and makes sure we only do things that 
are safe to do,” Mr Collins said. 

He began his career in as a mental health 
nurse in Surrey and was also a community 
nurse in East Sussex before coming to Kent. 

“It was a second career for me, I was 25,1 
had worked as a film technician which was 
interesting but empty - I wanted to make 
things better for people,” he said. 

More training is now needed for nursing 
he said, and much more technical and 


medical knowledge is needed by the staff. 

“I think the changes have made the job far 
more interesting,” he said. 

“Nurses are better academically prepared 
and there is far greater responsibility. There 
is a greater use of technology, which is useful 
in freeing time to do the core nursing care. 
There will always be pressure in hospitals 
and the community and patients are much 
sicker now which means it takes more time to 
care for them.” 

He said the NHS had “lost its way” in good 
infection control and prevention practice, 
which led to a series of superbug outbreaks, 
most notably in west Kent where 90 people 
died from Clostridium difficile in 2004 and 
2006. But Mr Collins said: “I’m glad to say we 
have got that back again. The NHS invested 
very substantially and infection control is a 
number one priority. 

“Patient safety first and foremost, it was 
something we were very focused on when we 
first started and now we have seen the reduc¬ 
tion in the rates of infections.”

He added: “The main challenge is to ensure 
that education and training of nurses keeps 
pace with the rapid changes in the develop¬ 
ment of new technologies, techniques and 
treatments. 

“It is a really exciting time for nursing and 
we have come an awful long way in the last 
60 years, which has been completely for the 
benefit of the patient.”

Take a pew - 
the GP will 
see you now 


GENERAL practice has 
been a way of life for one 
doctor since he was born. 

Robert Stewart’s father was also a 
GP and had his surgery based at the 
family’s home. 

“Patients would be subjected to 
hearing me practicing my oboe and 
piano,” he said. 

“Sometimes they would come into 
our living area and I would find 
them in our sitting room watching 
the television.” 

Dr Stewart, who has been a GP for 
25 years, is now medical director at 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) and works in a 
practice near Folkestone. 

Reflecting on the changing work¬ 
ing conditions since his father prac¬ 
ticed medicine in the 1950s, he said 
surgeries are mostly in purpose 
buildings, modem with good facili¬ 
ties and GPs are now able to per¬ 
form minor surgery procedures. 

As a junior doctor he worked 110 
hours a week for two years, he said: 
“I was so tired when I came home 


that I would be asleep within min¬ 
utes. A memorable time was when 
my family celebrated my birthday 
by going to see Evita - a very loud 
and rousing musical - I slept 
through most of the performance.” 

When he first became a GP he had 
to work every day and was on call 
every other night and weekend. 

“My wife was expected to take the 
phone and often expected to know 
what should be done even though 
she’s a graphic designer,” he said. 

Church 

Dr Stewart said training had 
improved greatly, when he qualified 
people could become a GP with one 
year’s experience in a hospital but 
now doctors train for four to five years 
with a focus on general practice. 

Computers mean doctors have 
access to patients’ records at the touch 
of a button, he said, remembering 
having to take piles of notes to a 
church where a surgery was being 
held. “Patients waited in pews while I 
was trying to perform surgery in the 
kitchen with a bed that was almost on 
the floor and all of the waiting

patients could hear the consultation.” 

Although many criticise the ‘target 
culture’ imposed on the NHS by the 
Government, Dr Stewart said 
patients were previously waiting 
two years for hip replacements but 
now it takes less than 18 weeks. 

Patient care has also moved closer 
to home, Dr Stewart said: “Often 
care of patients with diabetes and 
lung conditions can be best looked 
after locally under the care of GPs 
and specialist nurses. 

“Many years ago one had to be seen 
by a consultant just to have a blood 
test. Now patients can be looked after 
in their own homes, often preventing 
admission [to hospital] or getting 
them home much quicker.” 

He added: “We must put patients 
at the centre and try to get all parts 
of the health and social care sector 
to work together, so all the organisa¬ 
tions work in a more seamless way.” 


RITA Crawley is a fighter. 
Diagnosed two years ago with can¬ 
cer, she has refused to let the treat¬ 
ment spoil her life. 

In fact, her attitude is a lesson in 
inner strength to us all, as she pre¬ 
pares for another bout of 
chemotherapy. 

Speaking from her home in 
Willesborough, she explained: “It’s 
important not to let the treatment 
overtake your life. I have never 
thought ‘why me’? I’m lucky to have 
had the support from 
my family and I’m 
glad the treatment 
has give me the 
chance to keep the 
cancer at bay.” 

What it has meant 
is that Mrs Crawley 
has, after a lifetime 
of good health, 
found herself relying 
on the NHS, as both 
celebrate their 60th 
birthdays this year. 

Mrs Crawley says: 

“I had two girls who 
were born in the old 
Willesborough 
Hospital. In those 
days if you went to 
the doctor you usual¬ 
ly went to a house. 

The doctor had the 
downstairs and 
suppose the owners 
lived upstairs.” 

But the discovery of cancer was 
to rock her world. 

She explains “It was a shock. I 
just started to get bigger and big¬ 
ger. At first, I was told it was a 
bowel infection. Then one night it 
was so bad that my husband took 
me to A&E at the William Harvey.”

Mrs Crawley spent a month in the 
hospital while doctors tried to diag¬ 
nose her condition. 

She said: “The staff were brilliant. I 
had to have all sorts of tests. Cancer 
was the last thing I thought of.” 

The tests revealed Mrs Crawley 
had cancer of the peritoneum, a 
rare form of the dis¬ 
ease, which affects 
the lining of the 
abdomen. 

Once her condition 
was diagnosed she 
was referred to spe¬ 
cialists at the Queen 
Elizabeth Queen 
Mother Hospital in 
Margate. 

She said: “I was 
then put on 
chemotherapy very 
quickly. It was all 
done in weeks - it 
was fantastic.” 

Since that time Mrs 
Crawley has had a 
tough series of 
chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments. 

She said: “The first 
time I had it, my hair 
fell out. I was OK at 
first with that, but it did hit me 
when I had to go out.” 

Since that time, Mrs Crawley has 
continued her battle with the dis¬ 
ease and began a trial of a new 
form of chemotherapy this week. 

She said: “There is no way I could 
know I was going to get it. You just 
have to take what you can.”

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Ferry launch delayed, but a 15m euro refit 
promises state-of-the-art passenger facilities 


THE launch of the new SeaFrance 
Dover-Calais ferry has been put back 
by three weeks. 

Formerly known as the Jean Nicoli, 
the SeaFrance Moliere was acquired 
by the French cross-Channel ferry 
operator in April, and has been under¬ 
going a refit at the shipyards in 
Dunkirk since then. 

Managing director of the ferry 
company, Robin Wilkins said: 


“SeaFrance has invested 15 million 
euros in the refit, during which the 
new ship has been adapted to suit all 
the requirements of the short sea 
route. 

‘We have additionally redesigned 
her interior to the high quality specifi¬ 
cation reflected in our other two 
superferries, the SeaFrance Berlioz 
and the SeaFrance Rodin. 

“The SeaFrance Moliere will offer 


two bars, two restaurants, a boutique 
as well as a dedicated professional 
drivers’ facilities for freight and 
tourism.” 

The company will be contacting all 
customers who have reservations on 
the ship. 

The SeaFrance Moliere will be the 
longest ferry on the Dover to Calais 
route, catering for 1,200 passengers, 
and 110 trucks or 480 cars. 


Runway death 
sparks call for 
safety review 


A CORONER has called for 
tougher guidelines on run¬ 
way safety following the 
death of a pilot when his 
plane failed to take off and 
crashed into a static 
aircraft. 

Steven Davis, 36, died of multiple 
injuries after aborting the take-off 
as he was running out of runway at 
Headcom Aerodrome on March 11 
last year, an inquest heard. 

He collided with a camouflaged 
F100 fighter jet parked as a muse¬ 
um exhibit at the end of the runway. 

The Air Accident Investigation 
Branch (AAIB) report found the 
plane did not take off due to incor¬ 
rectly aligned wing flaps. 

Coroner Stephen Beck told the 
inquest, held in front of a jury at 
County Hall in Maidstone, that this 
was a “terrible accident”. 

He said he intends to make sever¬ 
al recommendations to Headcorn 
Airfield and the Civil Aviation 
Authority. 

These include regulations of unli¬ 
censed runways being more in line 
with licensed ones to prevent fatali¬ 
ties such as this, distance markings 
to be used on the runway at

Headcom Airfield and no obstacles, 
other aircraft or pedestrians allowed 
on to the runway when it is in use. 

He also recommended all static 
objects such as the F100, are clearly 
marked so they can be seen by pilots. 

Mr Beck said this was something 
he felt very strongly about. 

The pilot, from Orpington, was fly¬ 
ing a De Havilland Turbo Beaver, 
taking eight parachutists and their 
instmctor for a routine jump. 

He had asked to change to the 
smaller runway at the airfield due to 
cross winds. 

After two check flights he was 
given the all-clear to fly and just 
before 4pm on the Sunday he 
attempted to take off using the air¬ 
craft he been flying all day, but failed 
to take off. 

After going past the point where he 
would normally become airborne he 
aborted the flight, shouting “abort, 
abort” and applied the brakes. 

Despite this he was unable to stop 
the aircraft, which collided with a 
camouflaged F100 fighter 
jet parked at the end of 
the mnway. 


It penetrated the cockpit of his air¬ 
craft, badly cmshing him. 

Mr Davis suffered severe head and 
body injuries. He was cut out of the 
wreckage but died at the Royal 
London Hospital the next day. 

His passengers escaped without 
serious injury. 

The jury at the inquest, which 
began on Wednesday, was told an 
official investigation by the AAIB 
found incorrectly aligned wing flaps 
had prevented the plane from taking 
off. They were incorrectly set prior to 
taxiing to the runway. 

Mr Davis had performed the same 
take-off procedure 10 times that day 
without any hitches and was 
embarking on his 11th flight. 

Mr Beck said: “In my mind there is 
only one possible conclusion, Steven 
died as a result of an accident.” 

He told Mr Davis’ family he was 
sorry they had to sit through two 
days of an inquest he was sure they 
would rather not have to attend. 

A spokesperson for Mr Davis’ fam¬ 
ily said they were pleased with the 
outcome and were proud of Steven 
as he worked very hard to achieve 
his ambition of becoming a pilot.

A GERMAN professor has 
broken the record for crossing 
the English Channel in 
an amphibious vehicle - at his 
second attempt. 

He used a specially built car called 
an Amphicar constructed by a Swiss 
company called Esoro. 

Under the watchful eye of a rescue 
team, he then took 74 minutes and 30 
seconds to make the 21-mile crossing. 

Virgin boss Richard Branson previous¬ 
ly held the record with an amphibious 
crossing time of just over 100 minutes 
set in June, 2004, in a Gibbs Aquada. 

Prof Hans Georg Nader said: “There 
was great rejoicing and relief when we 
reached the beach at Calais.” 

He set out from Dover on Tuesday for 
the treacherous crossing of the world’s 
busiest shipping lane and had to dodge 
ferries and freighters. 

The first time out, at around 5am, the 
car, called Tonic, drove down a slipway at 
Dover and into the water, but was forced 
to abandon the trip because of engine 
trouble just seven miles out. 

The four-wheel drive car was recov¬ 
ered, repaired, and the professor set off a 
second time at 8.15am. 

At his side in the four-wheel drive was 
Henry Hawkins, who was captain on the

sailing yacht Pink Gin in which Prof 
Nader won the New Zealand Millennium 
Cup along the coast of Majorca last year. 

His amphibious car is powered by a 
140 horsepower Mercedes 2.0-litre 
turbo-diesel engine and can hit 31mph 
on water and 93mph on the roads. 

The 46-year-old professor said the new 
record has been verified by the Guinness 
Book of Records. 

He said: “I did it because of my enthu¬ 
siasm for peak technical performance 
and sporting ambition.” 

He added: ‘Tor me, fascination for tech¬ 
nical advances consists of making visions 
become reality. The car had to be a vehicle 
of extraordinary function and design. It 
even has space to seat four comfortably.” 

The world record trip was carried out 
in the presence of referee Michael Whitty 
which was vital for obtaining the 
official Guinness recognition, plus there 
were several accompanying boats and a 
helicopter which monitored the trip.

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Music centre plan leads 
to chance discovery of 
cricketing great’s grave 


A GRAINY black and white 
photograph has led to the redis¬ 
covery of the grave of one of 
England’s greatest ever crick¬ 
eters, writes Chris Murphy. 

A chance discovery find a planning appli¬ 
cation for an £8 million music centre led to 
concerns the grave could be paved over. 

A grand memorial once stood on the grave 
of Fuller Pilch, who played for Kent and 
England, and is regarded as the greatest 
player the country had ever known until WG 
Grace emerged. 

Pilch was buried in the cemetery at St 
Gregory’s church in North Holmes Road, 
Canterbury, opposite the campus of 
Canterbury Christ Church University. 

But his towering memorial was removed 
in 1978 to the St Lawrence cricket ground in 
the city, which is home to Kent County 
Cricket Club. 

Christ Church spokesman Claire Draper 
said: “It was moved because of the constant 
vandalism. It was only when the university 
put in a planning application for Kent’s only 
purpose-built music centre did we find out 
Fuller Pilch was buried there. 

“At first there was concern the plot would 
be paved over, but then a photograph came

to light showing the exact location of the 
grave. It turned out it is at the front of the 
church and the music centre is being built at 
the back. 

Plans to mark it with a plaque are now in 
the pipeline.” 

Christ Church had bought the graveyard 
in 1981 and has to ensure the 200 remains 
at the cemetery are reinterred. 

Pilch’s great-great-great-great cousin 
Peter Pilch, 78, from Wadhurst, East Sussex, 
heard of the plans and then remembered a 


picture of his mother Doris standing beside 
the grave in the 1950s. He found it in a fam¬ 
ily album and passed it on to the university. 

Mr Rich said: “I sent over the photograph 
and that helped them find the very spot, so I 
am glad I was able to help out.” 

Miss Draper also revealed twin sisters 
Jacqui Shipton and Donna Sayer, now 49, 
remembered playing in the graveyard as chil¬ 
dren and knew exactly where the grave was. 

She said: “They were able to corroborate 
the information from Peter Rich, so we knew 
we had found the grave. It is now just a plain 
piece of ground, but it really is cricket histo¬ 
ry and needs to be properly remembered.” 

In 1835 the 31-year-old Pilch left his 
native Norfolk, and joined Town Mailing, the 
strongest team in Kent, on a £100-a-year 
retainer to play and manage the ground. He 
moved to Canterbury in 1842 where he kept 
the Saracen’s Head and continued to play for 
Kent until 1854. 

He was considered the greatest batsman of 
his era and had his own batting technique 
which became known as the Rich Poke. 

He was the first groundsman at St 
Lawrence when it opened in 1847. He died 
in 1870 at Bridge Street, St George, 
Canterbury on May 1,1870. 

Canterbury City Council will consider the 
plans for the concert hall on July 22.

appropriate measure. Government advice states 
that 2omph limits should be self-enforcing 
because they only bring about a very small 
reduction in actual vehicle speeds when they are 
used without means of enforcement. That’s why 
we use them on a selective basis, normally where 
there are physical measures in place to slow 
traffic down. 

In fact, the 3omph limit is currently one of the 
most supported and understood speed limits. 

It is applied by law to any road in England and 
Wales with street lights that are no further than 
200 yards apart. This means that even if drivers 
miss the 3omph signs, they can still tell that they 
are driving in a residential area where pedestrians 
should be expected. 

It’s also important to remember that speed limits 
are only effective if they’re adhered to - our review 
aims to make the limits on our roads much clearer, 
but every limit is there for a reason! 


This month, Kent Highway Services has introduced 
mobile working to improve the way that our 
highways inspectors work. All of our inspectors 
have now started using handheld devices with 
Field Based Inspection software. This means that 
they can record highway safety inspections, log 
any defects and manage enquiries while they’re 
out and about. This new technology will result 


in reduced travelling and allow our operations 
teams to react more quickly. 

In addition, our Contact Centre has started using 
new customer service software to record and 
manage all contact with our highways teams. 

The new software means that all Contact Centre 
agents and highways staff have full sight of reports 
from the public, including the latest job status - 
something that Contact Centre staff didn’t 
previously have access to. 

The technology will also be rolled out to 
include our street lighting, drainage and road 
maintenance teams later this year. The new 
ways of working, supported by new 
technology, mean that we have significantly 
increased our efficiency to monitor and 
maintain the county’s roads, which is good 
news for everyone.

If you’ve ever walked past a worksite 
and been impressed by the cleanliness, 
or consideration being shown to the 
public, it could be that the company 
working there are a member of the Kent 
and Medway Considerate Contractor 
Scheme (CCS).

The scheme has now been running for 
a year and the first awards ceremony 
has just been held in Maidstone, with 
road works company Murphy, from 
Ashford, scooping three awards. 


Murphy was named Considerate 
Contractor of the Year and also 
received the gold award for 
outstanding performance for work 
they had done in Tunbridge Wells 
for EDF Energy. 

Murphy also won the Site of the 
Year award, which was presented to 
Mark Miller and Simon Rothwell from 
the excavation team for their work on 
the EDF site. 


We recently told you about a review of speed 
limits that is being carried out on all A and B roads 
across the county. The aim is to formalise and 
standardise the speed limits on Kent’s roads 
to create a clearer understanding of the limits 
and why a particular speed limit is being used. 

It is also crucial for road safety that the right speed 
limit is applied for each stretch of road, which is why 
roads that look similar will sometimes have different 
limits applied to them. 

As the highway authority for Kent, Kent Highway 
Services is responsible for introducing new speed 
limits on the roads, apart from those that are 
looked after by Medway Unitary Authority or by 
the national Highways Agency. The Department 
for Transport publishes guidance on setting speed 
limits and we’re applying this guidance to our review. 

One of the most common requests that we receive 
is to change the speed limit in residential areas 
from 3omph to 2omph, but that isn’t always an

part y at museum 

MAIDSTONE Museum is 
marking its 150th birthday this 
year and one of its most popular 
exhibits - a mummy - will be at 
the centre of the celebrations. 

The mummy, called Ta-Kesh, is nearly 
3,000 years old and is known as the lady 
of the house. 

She was brought to England in the 
1820s and was bought at a Customs 
House sale by Sir William Geary of 
Hadlow, who presented it to a local 
philosophical society in about 1835. 

She has been displayed in the St 
Faith’s Street museum since 1855. 

The Egyptians frequently used both an 
outer and inner coffin, but the outer one 
disappeared before the mummy came to 
the museum. 

The lower half of the inner coffin is 
displayed at the museum. It is made of 
wood, covered with a thin layer of linen 
on which a white ground bears the deco¬ 
ration in yellow, red and blue/green. 

Benefactors 

The ancient Egyptians used mummifi¬ 
cation because they thought the preser¬ 
vation of the body was essential for the 
happiness of the dead in their after lives. 

The brain and internal organs, although 
not the heart, were removed and placed in 
jars. The body was then dehydrated and 
finally, after treatment, it was wrapped 
in bandages to restore its living shape. 

The mummy will be one of the high¬ 
lights for the birthday celebrations. 

Alongside this, the Kaleidoscope exhibi¬ 
tion will mark the anniversary and show¬ 
case the museum’s history and collections. 

The exhibition explores the historical, 
weird, interesting and rare objects, 
telling the stories of the collectors and 
museum benefactors along the way. 

The 150 objects on show are taken from 
the three core collections; human history, 
natural history, and fine and applied art. 

Keeper at Maidstone Museum, Giles 
Guthrie, said: “When I walk through the 
museum I see parents with their chil¬ 
dren saying ‘I used to come and see this 
when I was little.’ It’s the continuity 
which goes back through the museum’s 
history. The museum has changed, but 
the memories are constant.”

310kg in carbon emissions. 

And for under £12, a household can fix a

This step 
would slash emissions by 80kg per year. 

Struggling 

Regularly defrosting the freezer can cut 
electricity bills by £10 a year - and lower a 
household’s carbon emissions by 10kg. 

Some of the recommendations don’t even 


cost a penny, according to the National 
Housing Federation, which represents 
England’s housing associations. 

Warren Finney, South East manager of the 
federation, said: “At a time when many people 
are struggling to pay their bills and climate 
change is a growing worry for all, it makes 
sense for all households to take a few simple 
steps to cut their bills and their emissions. 

“Our guide shows it is easy for us all to help 
ourselves to reduce our fuel outgoings and 
our impact on the environment.” 

A set of six energy-saving lightbulbs will set 
a household back a modest £7.74 - but with¬ 
in a year will have produced savings of £42, 
and cut a household’s emissions by 70kg.

year - and saves 50kg of carbon emissions. 

Even closing the curtains when it gets dark 
can trap heat in a home - trimming £20 from 
an annual heating bill and in turn saving 
70kg of carbon. 

Domestic fuel prices have rocketed by 15 
per cent already this year and look set to rise 
sharply again before the winter. 

Housing, meanwhile, collectively repre¬ 
sents one of the biggest polluters in the coun¬ 
try, accounting for more than 25 per cent of 
the UK’s greenhouse gasses. 

Many of the energy-saving features recom¬ 
mended on the federation’s checklist, includ¬ 
ing the installation of boiler jackets, draft 
excluders and individual radiator thermo¬ 
stats, come as standard in newly-built hous¬ 
ing association homes. 

But private house-builders have 
— exploited a loophole in the law which 
means they will not have to meet the 
same environmental standards for 
another two years.

Inquest told how 
heroic Hayden 
died saving pal 


A SCHOOLBOY who died trying 
to save a classmate on a ski trip 
has been hailed a hero by a coro¬ 
ner who told his parents they 
should be “proud” of his actions. 

Howard School pupil Hayden Waller, 12, 
plunged 30ft to his death in the Austrian 
resort of Mallnitz in February after 
attempting to grab a friend who had lost 
his footing on the edge of a slippery slope. 

Medway and Kent coroner Roger Sykes 
told parents Gary and Hayley Waller, 
from Wigmore, their son died a hero. 

He told an inquest at County Hall in 
Maidstone on Monday: “Hayden was in 
the company of three school friends when 
they attempted to climb a slope adjacent 
to a field opposite their hotel. 

“The boy in the lead lost his balance and 
fell. Hayden was below him and when 
attempting to arrest that boy’s fall he 
himself lost his balance and fell some 10 
metres, sustaining fatal injuries. 

“I believe the most likely explanation 
was that he did attempt to break the fall of 
the boy in the lead and that clearly would 
have been an instinctive reaction on his 
part. I believe it is an action of which his 
parents can justifiably be proud.” 

The boy who Hayden tried to catch, who

cannot be named for legal reasons, told the 
court how he and three friends had wandered 
off the slope’s paths to reach a cliff-top hut. 

The 13-year-old said the group decided to 
turn back once the loose rock they were 
scrambling across became too difficult to 
walk on. At this point he slipped and fell past 
Hayden, who also fell as he tried to stop him. 

The boy then described how he saw his 
classmate’s lifeless body against a tree and 
made his way to the bottom of the slope to 
raise the alarm. 

He said: “I saw Hayden, he didn’t move. He 
was motionless and bleeding from the head.” 

Hayden’s family released a statement after 
the hearing, which read: “Gary and Hayley 
are devastated at the death of their beloved 
son Hayden, and Aaron at the loss of his big 
brother. Hayden was a charming, likeable, 
caring and confident young man who was 
loved by everyone who knew him and he will 
be greatly missed. 

“The inquest was as they expected - they 
accept Hayden’s death was an accident. 

“It is extremely important to them to 
ensure that lessons are learnt as a result of 
what happened to Hayden so other parents 
do not have to suffer what they are going 
through now.”

formula would sug gest 


V ARIOUS parts of the 
media, government 
and those with a polit¬ 
ical agenda continue 
to unfairly denigrate 33 Kent 
schools as Tailing 5 because 30 
per cent of their pupils did not 
achieve five GCSEs at grade 
C, or better. 

This disgraceful formula, which 
ignores the fact many schools work in 
difficult social areas and have not 
received the support to which their 
children are entitled, becomes doubly 
ridiculous when applied in Kent, as it 
fails to acknowledge the effects of the 
selective system. 

Let’s look at some (fairly) simple 
arithmetic. 

Twenty five per cent of Kent children 
are selected for grammar schools. In Kent 
that means if you start off with 100 chil¬ 
dren 25 are taken off to grammar school 
leaving 75 in the non-selective school. 

According to the Government, the 
school is only failing if 30 per cent of the 
total don’t get five GCSEs, but let’s 
assume 23 of the 25 in grammar school 
do (a conservative estimate). Twenty 
three of our 100 children are already 
through the barrier, so another seven are 
needed to score the 30 per cent total. 

That means for a non-selective school, 
the barrier should be far lower, seven out 
of 75. That’s just nine per cent. 

It reduces the number of Tailing’ Kent 
schools to one (Thanet’s Marlowe 
Academy), which is about the level you 
would expect as Kent children as a whole 
do better than the national average - 49 
per cent against the national 47. 

Meanwhile, the main government 
strategy to resolve the problem they 
have invented is close the Tailing’ school 
and replace it with an academy. 

Discard 

Academies are the Government’s lat¬ 
est wheeze to improve standards and, in 
one sense, Kent County Council are 
right to encourage the concept in places 
as they come with expensive new prem¬ 
ises mainly provided by government 
funding, often the only way of replacing 
some of our most decrepit schools. 

However, academies are not account¬ 
able to KCC, being mainly under the 
control of sponsors (KCC works hard to 
ensure these are benign as far as possi¬ 
ble), although there is some distant 
accountability to government, mainly 
through the occasional Ofsted inspection. 

So let us discard this as yet another 
method of beating up schools in the poor¬ 
er socio-economic areas. 

Yes, there are schools in Kent failing 
their pupils, several of whom are listed 
in The 33’, but this is not the way to iden¬ 
tify them or solve their problems. 

Nor is it an argument for or against 
the selective system. 

What it is guaranteed to do is again 
undermine the work and confidence of 
those working in some of our more diffi¬ 
cult schools and make it harder to recruit 
teachers there, thus lowering rather than 
improving standards in those schools.

It took more than 2,500 scientists from 
130 countries to produce the epic report 
which gives “a comprehensive and rigor¬ 
ous picture of the global present state of 
knowledge of climate change”. 

Prof Morton contributed to a chapter 
in the second of three volumes. 

His conclusions were that in higher lat¬ 
itudes, crop productivity will increase for 
temperature increases of one to three 
degrees and then decrease if it gets any 
hotter. 

But “at lower latitudes, especially sea¬ 
sonally dry and tropical regions, crop 
productivity is projected to decrease for 
even small local temperature increases 
or one to two degrees Celsius, which 
would increase risk of hunger”. 

And it added: “Increases in the fre¬ 
quency of droughts and floods are pro¬ 
jected to affect local crop production neg¬ 
atively, especially in subsistence sectors 
at low latitudes.”

Medway lecturer is 
honoured for work 

on scientific rep ort 

A PROFESSOR has helped to win a Nobel 
Peace Prize for his work on a report into the 
crippling effects of global warming on farm¬ 
ing in the tropics, writes Chris Murphy. 

Professor John Morton, of the University of Greenwich at 
Medway, was recognised for his contribution to the world’s 
most authoritative report on climate change, which took 
six years to write. 

Prof Morton, of the university’s Natural Resources 
Institute, helped compile the Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change’s fourth report, which won the prize. 

He said: ‘This is an international effort to document the 
state of knowledge on climate change, its scientific basis, and 
ways in which its impacts will be felt and responded to.” 

Panel chairman Dr Rajendra Pachauri, wrote to the 
authors saying: “This makes each of you a Nobel Laureate. 
The fact the IPCC has earned the recognition is really a 
tribute to your knowledge, hard work and application.” 

Prof Morton and his colleagues, who were each 
responsible for one chapter within the report, found that 
smallholder and subsistence farmers in the semi-arid 
tropics face an increased risk of hunger because crop yields 
are likely to go down with even small global temperature 
rises, and droughts and floods will increase. 

Prof Morton, a specialist in the effects of 
drought and other climatic conditions on 
nomads and small-holders, worked with 
fellow scientists from India, USA, China, 

Mongolia, Australia and Europe on a 
chapter about ‘Food, Fibre and Forests’. 

They reviewed evidence of climate 
change impacts on agriculture, livestock, 
forestry and fisheries, at scales ranging 
from an experimental plot to the world 
economy. 

The professor has led the work on sub¬ 
sistence and smallholder agriculture, 
ensuring the complexities and vulnera¬ 
bilities of livelihoods are recognised. 

He said: “Collaboration is important in 
order to get an holistic picture. My 
colleagues explain the larger trends, how 
the climate is affecting agriculture, but I 
bring detail, what that actually means 
for a small-holder growing coffee and 
maize, with two cows. 

“Some of the world’s poorest people 
will be hardest hit by climate change. 

“Smallholder and subsistence farmers 
in the semi-arid tropics, countries like 
Sudan, Ethiopia and India, can expect 
lower crop yields and more extreme 
weather. The risk of hunger grows even 
with small temperature increases.”

Partying’s 
a downer 
for nature 

TWO sites of international importance for 
wildlife were damaged by partygoers over 
the midsummer weekend. 

Revellers left rubbish, cans, bottles, tents, 
a gazebo and candles after camping at 
Holywell at the base of Sugarloaf Hill, 
within the Folkestone Downs Site of 
Special Scientific Interest. The area is also 
a Special Area for Conservation, part of a 
network of sites of European importance. 

Following the party on June 21-22, a 
spokesman for the White Cliffs 
Countryside Project said: ‘We are greatly 
concerned about the lighting of fires on 
Folkestone Downs and other chalk grass¬ 
land sites around Folkestone and Dover 
because of the risk of fire spreading. 

“The grassland is dry and can easily 
catch alight and spread quickly, which is a 
great danger to people and wildlife.” 

There was also an incident in the South 
Foreland Valley, St Margaret’s-at-Cliffe, 
near Dover, when a number of wooden kiss¬ 
ing gates and a section of fencing were bro¬ 
ken up and burnt as part of a party.

VfM tickets to 
extravaganza 
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All’s not very fare 

THE soaring cost of fuel is making the 
more environmentally-friendly option of 
rail travel appealing, but in Kent that 
alternative is becoming increasingly 
unfeasible. 

Southeastern passengers already 
suffered fare increases at the beginning of 
this year of up to 14.5 per cent on some 
ticket prices. And in January a rise of the 
same amount or more is likely on certain 
regulated fares. 

Prompting the question of why, at a time 
when the Government and rail companies 
should be doing all that they can to 
encourage people to use trains, Kent 
passengers are facing unfair fare increases? 

A set of complicated and seemingly 
nonsensical rules govern how much 
annually Southeastern can raise its fares 
and makes it an anomaly among most 
other rail companies across the country. 

Southeastern’s current franchise deal 
with the Government does not end until 
2011, which means costs for commuters in 
Kent continuing to spiral into the 
foreseeable future. 

As the cost of living escalates something 
must be done to make ticket prices fair, 
before the company’s train carriages 
empty and people revert to the roads. 

A Nobel business

Our ambitious plans to deliver 
the best quality care for all our 
patients across Kent are echoed 
in Lord Darzi’s aspirations for the 
NHS nationally. 

High quality care is one of the 
issues you tell us matters - 
whether in hospital for days or 
attending a morning clinic. 
Respect, dignity and compassion 
in care - we want to publish 
measures on these issues so you 
will be able to use these results to 
make choices about services. 

Healthier people, excellent care 
describes how our services will 


focus on maintaining health and 
providing the best possible care at 
every stage of life. This includes a 
commitment to tackling health 
inequalities, such as early deaths 
from cancer, which are higher 
than the England average in 
parts of Kent. Prevention is also 
key to Lord Darzi’s review. 

Throughout our consultation 
patients have told us they want a 
wider choice of care. Next Stage 
Review sets out how patients can 
visit GP-led health centres closer 
to home for blood tests and other 
checks, any time between 8am or 
8pm by appointment or walk-in.

The right to a choice of care, to a 
second treatment option and the 
roles and responsibilities of NHS 
staff in making this happen is set 
out in the NHS Constitution 
published this week. 

The draft constitution reaffirms 
our core values and refreshes 
them for the 21st century so they 
provide a basis for a modern, 
forward-looking NHS. 

It is for everyone in the NHS to 
take up the work of improving the 
well being of communities and the 
experiences and outcomes of 
patients. The celebrations taking 
place across Kent reflect this. 

There is so much in the NHS we 
can rightly be proud of. The task 
now is to ensure we make the 
most of everything put in place 
over and to focus on the things 
that matter.

I feel last week’s supporter of 42-day 
detention has failed to understand the 
reason for people’s opposition. 

It seems quite okay for young men in 
the Armed Forces to die on a daily basis 
to protect our basic rights, but not for 
any members of the public to also be at 
any risk. 

My father’s generation fought and died 
to uphold our freedom under the law and 
opposing a fascist government who 
imprisoned and murdered people without 
trial. The deaths as the result of terrorism 
are of course tragic, but they are a tiny 
fraction of the numbers murdered or die 
on the roads. Those people accused are, of 
course, given the full protection of the law 
and must be charged or released. 

If we go down this road anyone could be 
picked up and imprisoned for six weeks on 
the say of a malicious informant. I would 


have real respect for any politician or 
supporter of this dreadful attack on our 
liberties to experience the inside of a police 
cell for 40 minutes let alone 40 days. You 
are totally alone, without daylight, 
bedding, books or writing material. I have 
experienced this as I was arrested for 
trying to protect my youngest daughter 
from an abusive partner. I was released 
without charge after an hour, but it was 
the most traumatic experience of my life. 

I nearly went mad and have never really 
got over it. 

This proposal is just not worth the risk - 
can you really trust the police to never 
make a mistake? It is you staring at bare 
walls with the lights on day and night, 
surrounded by the sound of drunks and 
lowlifes.

We need more houses 

This weekend there were lurid headlines 
about the sufficiency of the numbers of 


houses available in the country. 

Also, press releases from County Hall 
averring that even in the face of the ever 
rising housing waiting lists in every district 
in the county “enough is enough” already; and 
councillors complain about ‘disproportionate’ 
well-researched new housing figures which 
actually show the extent of deficiencies. 

At a time when it has hardly been more 
difficult to afford a home to live in, to buy or 
to rent, it is alleged that a new study (June 


26, 2008) by experts of the independent 
National Housing and Planning Advice Unit 
is ‘totally unrealistic’ when it points to its 
research of demographic, economic, 
affordable, housing statistics. 

The unit has the confidence to say in effect: 
‘think again about your housing plans as we 
can show you how the world on which they 
were based is changing’. They are saying 
there are now more of us, and the economic 
situation is changing, and unaffordability is 
real for the many if not the few. 

The publication of the advisory research 
report, under the title Meeting the housing 
requirements of an aspiring and growing 
nation; taking the medium and long-term 
view, has roused the ire of those who have 
assumed the civic duty of doing just that; 
they ignore the fact the report is headed 
Advice to the minister about the housing 
supply range to be tested by regional 
planning authorities, undoubtedly indicating 
it is up to such authorities to do the testing. 

The report calls attention to the fact there 
have always been ups and downs in the 
market, but the trend over 30 years is 
‘relentlessly upwards’; the question of how far 
and how fast, should the backlog of housing 
need and demand be addressed, is overdue 
even after the last Green Paper; figures of 
‘base household projections’ including a 
significant rise in population, have not been 
sufficiently sophisticated, and over the last 
decade projected household numbers have 
consistently exceeded supply. 

For many years politicians across the 
spectrum who have pointed to a shortage of 
affordable homes to rent, as well as to 
purchase even with an average wage, will 
find the analyses in the report supports the 
need to increase the rate of building which is 
now virtually static after having been 
insufficient for the last 11 years. 

The final words of the chairman of the 
report is “everyone in England should have 
the opportunity of a decent home at a price 
they can afford” is a worthy humanitarian 
and political goal and should be supported by

Stand up against clubs 

Residents in Tonbridge currently have little 
say in whether lapdance clubs operate in our 
area. Due to a loophole in the law these clubs 
are licensed in the same way as cafes and 
karaoke nights. 

Not only does this stop local people from 
having a voice, it prevents our local authority 
from applying vital regulations and 
restrictions to the clubs. 

This weekend, members of Gender Equality 
Kent Organisation have been running a stall 
in The Botany, Tonbridge High Street, offer¬ 
ing petitions to sign, and paper plates to draw 
on, which we will send to the local licensing 
committee. 

Why does this matter? Lapdance clubs are 
part of the sex industry. Areas around 


lapdance clubs can become ‘no-go’ areas for 
women and they make it normal to treat 
women as sex objects. They impact on 
everyone in our community, yet only those 
who live within a 100-200m radius of the 
club can currently object to a licence. 

That is why the Fawcett Society - the UK’s 
leading campaign for women’s rights - is 
calling for lapdance clubs to be licensed like 
sex shops and sex cinemas - with a Sex 
Encounter Establishment licence. This would 
give members of our community a greater say 
and enable our local authority to apply 
greater controls to lapdance clubs. 

The Government has written to every local 
authority in England and Wales asking 
whether they would support lapdance clubs 
being re-categorised as Sex Encounter 
Establishments. 

I urge Tonbridge and Mailing Borough 
Council to respond to this consultation and 
call for lapdance clubs to be licensed as Sex 
Encounter Establishments. I also urge your 
readers to support the campaign.

Unique campus labyrinth 
also a teaching resource 


WORK has begun on the first labyrinth to 
be built on an English university campus. 

The University of Kent has commis¬ 
sioned researcher and designer Jeff Saward 
to construct the labyrinth, which will also 
be the first to be used as a teaching and 
learning resource. 

Based on medieval designs, the labyrinth 
is on the university grounds overlooking 
Canterbury Cathedral and will provide a 
peaceful and accessible walk for staff and 
students, as well as the wider community, 
from mid-August. 

Dr Louise Naylor, head of the unit for the 
enhancement of learning and teaching, 
said: “We are very pleased to see this work 
getting under way. 

“It is, to our knowledge, the first labyrinth 


to be built at an English university and is 
an innovative work of art which will pro¬ 
vide opportunity for personal reflection.” 

The impetus for the building of the 
labyrinth came from Dr Jan Sellers, 
Creative Learning Fellow at the University 
of Kent. 

In 2005, Dr Sellers won a £50,000 
National Teaching Fellowship as part of a 
national scheme to recognise excellence in 
teaching, and she sees the labyrinth as a 
valuable teaching and learning resource. 

It could also be used as a new perform¬ 
ance space for the university. 

The labyrinth will be completely flat, and 
will be created from reinforced grass and 
from Yorkstone, the same material as the 
pavements in Canterbury.

NAMED after a scorching North 
African wind, the original VW 
Scirocco coupe stormed the UK car 
market in 1974. 

Its edgy Giorgetto Giugiaro-designed two- 
door/four-seat body cut a dash, complemented 
by a well-honed chassis and rewarding drive. 

VW followed up with the more rounded 
though arguably less dramatic Mark II in 
1981 and that sold in big numbers too. 

The crowning glory was a spin-off, the rather 
more muscular Corrado (1993-96), now 
regarded as a classic, especially in flagship 
190bhp 2.9-litre VR6 form. 

After that... nothing. 

We waited 12 years for a new VW coupe of 
this type and 14 for a replacement Scirocco, 
but the order books are now open for this 
charismatic model name to make a welcome 
return in September at a time when the 
German marque seems determined to contest 
every market niche going. 

While the new Scirocco (from £20,940) 
revives a famous name, it also creates a prece¬ 
dent - the reborn coupe wears its badge on the 
bonnet rather than the grille, accentuating a 
low-slung yet powerfully proportioned body. 

It will also be keenly priced to undermine 
the efforts of German executive class rivals.

The original Scirocco formula is carried over: 
coupe styling, four seats, practical hatchback 
boot and sharp, responsive dynamics. 

A 292-litre boot compares well with the Golf 
hatchback’s 350, though folding the rear seats 
to extend this to 755, compared with the Golfs 
1,305, shows the penalty of the rakish coupe 
rear end. 

Load-carrying is a bonus rather than 
an essential though for this eye-catching 
new car though VW highlights that 
the Scirocco has two contoured rear seats 
plus decent headroom and, while it looks 
big and wide-tracked, its on-road ‘footprint’ 


compares well with the current Golf GTI. 

The rear hatch is topped by a subtle aerody¬ 
namic wing and buyers can specify a 
panoramic sunroof to enhance what is claimed 
to be an airy interior for this class. 

The new Scirocco launches here with the 
Golf GTI’s turbocharged 198bhp 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder petrol engine married to a six-speed 
manual or VW’s excellent twin-clutch six- 
speed DSG auto gearbox. A diesel and more 
petrol engines are expected early next year.

Lipscomb now an Alfa graduate 



CHARISMATIC Italian sporting 
brand Alfa Romeo returns to 
Maidstone this month after a two-year 
absence, by moving into Lipscomb 
motor group’s purpose-built multi¬ 
franchise site at Forstal Road, 
Aylesford. 

It is the latest phase in an expansion 
that has seen Lipscomb grow from a 
Volvo-only operation to encompass 
Alfa Romeo parent Fiat, as well as 
Japanese 4x4 brand Isuzu and the leg¬ 
endary Lotus sporting marque. 

Both Fiat group brands are on a roll 
at present; Fiat has caught the mood 
of the times and the imagination of 
buyers with a series of smart and eco¬ 
nomical new models, notably the 


retro-styled Fiat 500 - a credible rival 
to the all-conquering BMW Mini. 

Alfa has also revived with cars that 
catch the eye as much as they tempt 
with power and driver experience, 
such as the Brera coupe (pictured) and 
Alfa 8C Spider. 

Apart from the Maidstone 
(Aylesford) site, Lipscomb also has a 
Volvo main dealership at Canterbury 
and Fiat and Isuzu franchises at 
Ashford where it also services Volvo. 

It has been confirmed too that 
Lipscomb will be one of just 12 Fiat 
dealers in the UK to sell cars from 
Abarth - the legendary sporting arm 
of Fiat. This section will also be at 
Maidstone. 


Combi holdall gives way to Tepee 


PEUGEOT has replaced its budget holdall, the 
Partner Combi, with the new Partner Tepee 
(from £11,215). 

The move means a status upgrade for the 
French brand’s most affordable MPV/people car¬ 
rier; the old Combi was based on the Partner van, 
where as the newcomer has been spun from the 
same platform as the Peugeot 308 hatchback. 

Following on from the 2007 launch of the bigger 
Expert Tepee, the new model also seems to 
confirm ‘Tepee’ as the label for Peugeot’s MPV 
line in the same way that Picasso descsribes 
MPVs produced by sister brand Citroen.

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Renault avoids the ‘e-word’ 
as Clio goes for extra space 


STEVELOADER 


CAR makers seem to shy away 
from the word 'estate’. 

Perhaps the traditional view persists that 
estate cars are more blue collar than white. 

Besides which, the likes of BMW and Audi 
have done very well out of re-inventing such 
cars as Avant’ and Touring’. 

Renault has played the name game too with 
Tourer’ versions of some models though not 
the French marque’s most successful product, 
the Clio hatchback... until now, that is. 

For one of the UK’s favourite and trendiest 
superminis now has a Sport Tourer model 
available from £12,095 to £14,495 plus even 
cheaper ‘summer special’ Expression versions 
from £11,215 to cause a bit of a stir at launch. 

If I’m honest, the extra versatility of the fast- 
back estate rear end does not do the normally 
chic looking Clio any favours, but the car 
should still sell well to habitual motoring 
Francophiles who need that extra space. 

The key figures are 439 litres of boot space 
against 288 for the standard hatchback and 
1,277 litres of ultimate load space against 
1,038, and we should remember that the Clio is 
also one of the roomiest superminis in its class. 

The Sport Tourer’s rear seats fold complete¬ 
ly flat and there is extra stowage beneath the 
boot floor, while the price of all the extra room 
is modest - just £850 more than equivalent 
Clio five-door models. 


Three petrol and two diesel engines are 
offered, with four of the five being what 
Renault calls ‘eco’: 95 per cent recyclable, man¬ 
ufactured at greener factories and emitting 
less than 140 g/km, thereby qualifying for a 
maximum of £120/year road tax. 

The lower capacity 85bhp version of the 1.5 


dCi diesel engine is by far the most economical, 
capable of averaging around 65mpg, though 
the line-up also includes the small, powerful, 
green and affordable turbocharged 1.2 TCe 
petrol emit seen elsewhere in Renault’s range. 

Standard Dynamique trim across the Tourer 
line-up includes air con, automatic headlights 


and windscreen wipers, 15-inch alloys, cruise 
control and speed limiter (on the automatic 
version), split-folding 60:40 rear seat and six 
airbags.

IF ASKED to stage a Top Gear- 
style endurance test, I would sim¬ 
ply put my £1,000 down on a sec¬ 
ond-hand Toyota Corolla. 

Over many generations it proved bullet¬ 
proof and impervious to most things and 
should conquer typical obstacles placed in the 
way of TG’s Clarkson, Hammond and May 

But viewers would probably switch off, 
because the one thing the Corolla never quite 
conquered was customer boredom; apart from 
reliability, we crave entertainment and a bit of 
chic - qualities lacked by the Toyota stalwart. 

The Japanese giant tried to outflank our 
relentless indifference last year by replacing it 
with the Amis, but we were not fooled. 

Not only was the new name rather silly and 
required us to pronounce it ‘Owns’, but the 
newcomer looked like a Corolla made to wear 
designer threads, or an MP kicking a ball 
around outside the Commons to demonstrate 
his ‘man of the people’ status for the benefit of 
the cameras. 

The interior was much the same; you could 
see Toyota designers claiming they sketched it 
after smoking wacky baccy, but it was clear 
they hadn’t inhaled. 


Still, give Toyota credit for swallowing pride 
and recognising it was time to junk a model 
name that made the brand big around 
the world. 

And give a bit more for creating new value- 
added SR versions of the Auris. Toyota 
launched a performance diesel SR180 flagship 
early on and it was impressive if a little noisy 
and expensive - it starts at £18,000. 

It also begged the question: if you feel you 
need a hot hatch to glamorise the line-up, why 
not just give us a petrol GTi and have done 
with it? 

I suspect the answer though is that a brand 
claiming the environmentalist high ground 
with its hybrid Prius is reluctant to devalue its 
image with such a gas-guzzling hooligan. 

So we now have green-tinged alternatives in 
the form of two more Auris SRs: a 124bhp 1.6- 
litre petrol and 126bhp 2.0-litre diesel. 


Toyota sees these cars as attacking what it 
calls the ‘mild’ sports market exploited well by 
Vauxhall with SRi versions of the Astra - the 
SR suffix on the Amis is probably more than 
coincidence. 

This means that apart from decent perform¬ 
ance with reasonable economy, the two SRs 
also benefit from lowered sports suspension, 
17-inch Toyota Motorsport alloys and rear 
spoiler, privacy glass, nine airbags, climate 
control air con, leather-trimmed steering 
wheel with audio controls, front fog lamps and 
six-speaker sound system. 

It adds up to an impressive package from 
£14,495 for the three-door petrol version - 
Toyota says buyers gain £1,495 of equipment 
and styling features for just £690 more than 
that of the equivalent Auris T3. 

And judging by the five-door petrol model 
loaned to us by Motorline Canterbury, the deal

could be just what the Auris needed to take off. 

It still lacks some charisma found in key 
rivals like the Astra, VW Golf and Ford Focus, 
but their superiority is eroded by the sheer 
value of the SR and that promise of Toyota 
endurance.

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Buyout puts haulage firm on 
the road to even greater things

KENT-BASED independent busi¬ 
ness Gunns Transport is attacking 
the current economic slowdown by 
coming out with, well, all guns 
blazing. 

Following a management buyout (MBO) at 
the family-owned firm bosses aim to start 
taking over other haulage companies as a way 
of expanding business during what is a 
challenging time for the industry 

Lloyds TSB Corporate Markets helped fund 
the £3.5 milli on MBO of the Erith firm which 
will provide the £8.3m turnover business with 
a platform and structure for future growth. 

Gunns was founded in October, 1980, by 
Stanley Gunn, who ran the business until the 
MBO. He remains part of the company by 
staying on as a consultant, due, the firm says, 
to his wealth of knowledge of the industry and 
in order to keep the family link. 

Other members of the family working for the 
company are Nathan Gunn who is the trans¬ 
port director and Lara Gunn who is the 
finance director. There are five directors who 
now have a share in the company - Nathan 
and Lara, new chief executive Mark Minors, 


commercial director Tarkan Mazloum, and 
workshop director William Theakston. 

Mr Minors, who previously worked in con¬ 
struction and came from SGB Scaffolding 
where he worked for 15 years, said: “In order 


to develop the business in the face of the 
current situation, we plan to invest in the 
acquisition of other haulage companies and 
expand the business across the UK. 

“The funding from Lloyds TSB will be used 


in the acquisition of similar-sized haulage 
companies - with a turnover of around £8m a 
year - in north London, Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool and Scotland. 

“It’s an exciting time for our business. 
Despite the problems being experienced by 
some firms in the haulage industry, we’re now 
in the right place for growth and this deal will 
allow us to realise our ambitious plans.” 

The firm also intends to make the most of 
the opportunities offered by the 2012 
Olympics by storing and transporting equip¬ 
ment and materials at its four-acre site for the 
Management Olympic Committee to the 
Olympic site only 40 minutes away. 

Mr Minors said: “Getting this deal done was 
integral to the future of our business. We met 
with a lot of banks who were happy to lend us 
money, but only Lloyds TSB showed a real 
understanding of what we are trying to achieve.” 

Simon Cooper, corporate finance director 
from Lloyds TSB Corporate, said: “Gunns is a 
fascinating business with solid plans for 
expansion. Based in East London, and with a 
lot of their business already coming from the 
construction industry, the business is well posi¬ 
tioned to take advantage of business opportu¬ 
nities afforded by the 2012 Olympics.” 

Mr Cooper said: “Deals like this just go to 
show that even in tough market conditions, 
there are still deals to be done for well man¬ 
aged businesses.” 


Seeing the big picture with mergers and acquisitions 


IN ANY market, even a tough one, 
there are always opportunities for 
growth - and companies planning to 
expand could find now is the time 
to look around for acquisitions, 
writes Tony Patey. 

One of Kent’s leading accountancy 
firms, Horwath Clark Whitehill, 
said that according to the Office for 
National Statistics, the number 
of acquisitions in the UK by home- 
based firms in the first three months 
of this year was the lowest recorded 
since 2003. 

Geert Struyven, a corporate 


finance partner with the firm, which 
has offices in Tunbridge Wells and 
Maidstone, said people may be wary 
of mergers and acquisitions (M&A) 
due to the current credit crunch, but 
businesses with an eye to the future 
should act now. 

He said: “The current financial 
conditions mean that some busi¬ 
nesses may be struggling to cope 
and now could be an opportunity to 
look at your competitors and take a 
bigger share of the market, reduce 
competition or diversify in a new 
direction. 


“For firms that are well run and 
structured, now could be a great time 
to begin expanding their businesses. 

“There will be fewer bidders and 
you will have a better opportunity to 
spend more time with the target 
firm and to carry out detailed due 
diligence. 

“The credit crunch has had a severe 
impact on the large deals market, 
where numbers are large and you 
need a number of banks to commit 
and where valuation and lending 
multiples reached dizzy heights only 
a few months ago, but I don’t see it 


killing off the smaller transactions up 
to £50 million to the same extent.” 

“What is undoubtedly true in the 
current economic climate is that 
unsecured borrowing is becoming 
increasingly difficult to obtain and is 
getting more expensive. 

“Lending criteria are tougher and 
it is unlikely these will be relaxed in 
the short term. 

“The banks are very choosy about 
what they’ll look at. However, most 
banks still have an appetite to lend 
and targets for individual bankers 
remain bullish. 


“There is no doubt that the right 
opportunity, ie, a strong management 
team with a compelling story, will 
still attract funding.” 

There are many reasons and 
advantages to grow a business and 
start looking at acquisition targets. 

These include: consolidation, 
reducing competition and getting 
economies of scale; accessing new 
expertise which is often cheaper and 
less risky to buy than develop, and 
industry convergence building cus¬ 
tomer loyalty by providing a wider 
range of products or services.

Jason goes from factory 
floor to boss of company 


A MANAGEMENT buyout 
(MBO) has kept a Thanet-based 
company on home ground. 

Novatec, the Broadstairs window blind 
manufacturer, has been bought by its sales 
director Jason Jeffrey and business partner 
Eamonn Forde in a MBO deal for an 
undisclosed amount which keeps it on the 
Pyramid Business Park. 

They bought the firm’s entire share capital 
from parent company - and business park 
neighbour - Silent Gliss, which has its head 
office on the site and a showroom in London’s 
Islington. 

Mr Jeffery started work for Silent Gliss in 
1992 on the factory floor, moved across to 
Novatec and now - 16 years later - he’s run¬ 
ning the company which has a turnover of 
£2.4 million and employs 30 full-time staff. 

He said Silent Gliss was at the top, 
more technical end of the market - dealing 
with leading interior designers - while 
Novatec was at the more retail, day-to-day 
mass end.

GOVERNMENT proposals to 
overhaul UK workers’ rights 
could backfire, creating serious 
staffing problems for many small 
businesses, warns the Forum of 
Private Business, which has 
many members in Kent. 

It believes small firms are likely to suffer 
because of plans to extend the benefits 
enjoyed by full-time employees to temporary 
workers and to encourage flexible working 
by extending to parents with older children 
the right to request time off 

Announcing the draft Queen’s Speech in 
the House of Commons, Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown insisted flexible working is 
“no obstacle” to business success. 

He said the Government is to explore 
extending the right of employees to request 
time off work from parents with children 
who are aged under six (or under 18 if dis¬ 
abled), and employees who are carers, to 
those with older children too. 

Following a consultation exercise, the 
Prime Minister expects the changes to be in 
place by April, 2009. 

But he also backed a controversial propos¬ 
al from the EU that would give temporary 
workers the same rates of pay, holiday and 
other benefits as permanent employees. 

“The temporary labour market has been 
relatively free of the bureaucracy that is such

a burden for many businesses when they 
take on full-time staff,” said the FPB’s Media 
and PR manager, Phil McCabe. “It’s difficult 
to see how undermining this will reconcile 
with the move to allow millions of extra 
workers to ask for time off.” 

He added: “For many entrepreneurs, losing 
more key members of staff for periods would 
be a nightmare. Removing the incentive to 
employ temps on a part-time basis could 
leave many businesses with serious staffing 
problems.” 

The FPB has just announced that, follow¬ 
ing a ballot, members have reacted strongly 
to developments which include changes to 
the rights of temporary agency workers, an 
upheaval of the law governing resolving dis¬ 
putes in the workplace and proposed 
changes to the provision of pensions. 

Just four out of every five - 79 per cent - of 
respondents stated that granting temporary 
workers the same rights as permanent staff 
will seriously impact on the sustainability of 
smaller firms. 

Len Stevens, of Edenbridge-based Climate 
Components, said: “Both employees and 
employers enjoy the flexibility of temporary 
employment, any further disincentives will 
simply mean the destruction of the tempo¬ 
rary market to the detriment of both parties.”

BRITAIN’S oldest builder - R Durtnell & 
Sons - was the main contractor behind 
Woking’s The Lightbox, which has just won 
the highly prestigious 2008 Art Fund Prize 
for museums and galleries. 

The prize was formerly the Gulbenkian 
Prize, but the Art Fund, the UK’s lead¬ 
ing independent art charity, has taken over 
sponsorship from the Gulbenkian 
Foundation. 

Brasted-based Durtnell, which has been 
trading since 1591, worked in conjunction 
with London Eye creators Marks Barfield 
Architects and started work on the award¬ 
winning project in September, 2005. 

Clad in aluminium tiles, the building is 
highly unusual, being bathed in what 
Durtnell called an ‘iridescent glow’ which 
comes from a constantly colour-changing 
light installation designed by lighting artist 
Peter Freeman. 

After The Lightbox, which opened officially 
to the public last September, was awarded 
the £100,000 prize, John Durtnell, chairman, 
said: “It was a fascinating project to work on 
and quite challenging from the building 
point of view.” 

The team of judges was headed by broad¬ 
caster Sue MacGregor. Members of the pub¬ 
lic contributed their views, and they praised 
the project, the brainchild of a group of local

residents, for its design and the quality of the 
exhibitions and workshops. 

Among the options The Lightbox is consid¬ 
ering for use of its £100,000 prize are a semi¬ 
permanent structure for its canal-side court¬ 
yard, extending its exhibition and event 
space, and developing access for visitors. 


The firm was recently one of 112 construc¬ 
tion companies named by the Office of Fair 
Trading in allegations of rigging bids for 
contracts after one of the biggest-ever 
Competition Act investigations.

Time for a more

Your time is 
running out 

Tax deadline returns soon 


A WARNING has gone out to peo¬ 
ple planning to send in their tax 
return on paper this year that the 
time allowed has been cut by 
three months. 

Maidstone-based DSH chartered account¬ 
ants and business advisors said that the 
forms covering the 2007-08 financial year - 
which ended last April 5 - must now be 
returned to Her Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs by October 31 to avoid incurring a 
£100 penalty. 

The deadline for filing an electronic version 
remains at January 31 - but DSH strongly 
recommends all tax returns be prepared for 
filing by October 31. 

Steve Carpenter, tax manager, said: “Even 
if you have previously filed your return elec¬ 
tronically, there is no guarantee you can do so 
again this year. 

Circumstances 

“This is for a number of reasons, most 
notably that certain sources of income cannot 
be filed online, so having everything ready 
before the end of October should be every¬ 
one’s priority.” 

Penalties will be charged for late filing - 
even in those cases where the return cannot 
be filed online because of a particular item 
included on it. 

And although it can be tempting to leave 
tax returns until after the summer, there are 


some compelling reasons why they should be 
tackled sooner rather than later. 

Mr Carpenter said: “The task of sorting 
through the relevant pieces of paper is much 
easier if you are just a few weeks into 
the next tax year - by September far 
more will have accumulated, making isolat¬ 
ing only what’s needed for 2007-08 that 
much harder. 

“Also, by working out what you owe early, 
you can ensure you have the funds available 
to cover the tax. Similarly, if you are due a 
repayment it can be recovered as quickly as 
possible. 

Minimal risk 

“Meeting the October deadline means you 
minimise the risk of a late payment penalty, 
and you can stop worrying about tax forms.” 

He said the tax people have also introduced 
a new penalty system relating to inquiries 
into tax returns. 

“Where a mistake or omission is made 
when completing the return, and additional 
tax becomes payable, penalties are geared to 
a percentage of the tax due. Keeping good 
records is, therefore, essential. 

“Generally the online services enable us 
to provide a better service to clients as 
returns are processed instantaneously and, if 
a client is due a refund of tax and gives per¬ 
mission for it to be credited directly to their 
account, we regularly find the refund is 
received within a week of the return being 
approved by the client.”

Community cash 
up for grabs, but 
don’t hang about

CALLING all community 
groups in East Kent. You’ve 
got a rare chance to get cash 
to improve local facilities - 
and you’d better pull your 
fingers out if you want 
some. 

Groups in Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Thanet, Shepway and Swale 
can access money to help spruce up 
what’s on offer in their rural commu¬ 
nities. 

For the next three years Action 
with Communities in Rural Kent is 
administering two new pots of fund¬ 
ing on behalf of the Colyer-Fergusson 
Charitable Trust. These are a 


£500,000 grant initiative for small 
projects based on local need which 
will make a positive impact on isolat¬ 
ed and small rural communities, and 
a £140,000 grant scheme to support 
communities undertaking a Parish 
Plan for the first time. 

Action with Communities in Rural 
Kent is the Rural Community Coun¬ 
cil for Kent and Medway and a regis¬ 
tered charity which aims to provide 
information and support. 

The Colyer-Fergusson Charitable 
Trust was founded in 1969 and 
makes grants to charities and 
churches in Kent with the aim of 
improving the quality of life for local 
people. 

Parish Plans are community 
assessments undertaken at parish 
level to assess provision of facilities 
and services, the needs and aspira¬ 
tions of the area and what actions 


are required to fill any gaps between 
the two. They should: 

• Reflect the views of all sections of 
the community. 

• Identify a vision for how the com¬ 
munity wants to develop. 

•Recognise which features and char¬ 
acteristics are valued by the commu¬ 
nity. 

• Identify local problems and oppor¬ 
tunities. 

• List the actions needed to achieve 
the vision. 

• Provide local action plans to 
address social, economic and envi¬ 
ronmental issues. 

Applications, for up to £5,000, will 
be reviewed every two months.

14, September 10 and November 24.

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Roger’s not averse 
to thinking big if it 
helps small fir m s 


gp QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Small businesses are the lifeblood of our economy. In Kent, 
about eight or nine out of every 10 firms are small, no matter 
which definition you use - and they are major employers 
taken as a whole. 

While most happily exist as family-run companies or with 
just a few directors, they are constantly battling a rising tide 
of red tape and, by definition, have only a few people to tack¬ 
le the problems they face. This is where the national organisa¬ 
tions that represent them come in. 

And right in the front line is the Federation of 
Small Businesses, which with 210,000 members is the UK's 
largest body representing SMEs - small and medium-sized 
enterprises. 

The Kent and Medway branch is this month running what it 
calls a 'Red Bus' campaign - reduce business regulatory bur¬ 
den - and is sending a double-decker bus from Northfleet to 
the House of Commons with local businesspeople on board. 
Regional chairman is family man ROGER HOUSE, who has a 
wealth of business experience. Here he talks to KOS Media. 

Q What happened in your early career? 

A From studying design at university I went to Germany and 
worked with a POS (point-of-sale) display company. 

I went through an executive recruitment programme and ended up 
as head of interior design - having not had much experience - in a big 
firm of architects in London. 


QiTou; did you end up in sales? 

A I was offered a job by a Norwegian flooring manufacturer. The 
director had said to me, “You’re a designer. What do you know 
about sales?” I said, ‘Your rep sold to me and I then had to sell it to 
the client”, and he gave me job there and then. 

My father ran an advertising agency and one of his clients asked for 
a feasibility study on a flooring product he wanted to bring in from the 
United States. 


It brought in an order worth £30,000 and the American company 
made me a director. However, when that firm was sold I was not given 
what I was promised, so I literally drove straight down to my father’s 
agency and started working with him. I quadrupled the income. 

Q What put you on the path to the Federation? 

A My father retired, and I began networking and sub-contracting - 
this was at a time when those concepts weren’t really known - dis¬ 
banded the company and started to work from home as a business 
and marketing consultant. I was involved with Dartford’s Stone Lodge 
Farm and I became more involved with the Fed. 

I had always had links with Round Table and Rotary - I was a 
founder member of the Darent Valley Lions Club - and I had been a 
Fed member for 28 years. 

Q You and vice-chairman Debasish Sen have set up some 
interesting projects linked with education, what are they ? 

A Deb and I decided we needed to think big, so we set up Big Solu¬ 
tions and have been doing innovative work for Kent County Coun¬ 
cil and other public bodies where we have gone along with ideas. 

However, sitting on, for example, skills boards I was a little fed up 
with just talking, and invariably being the only businessperson there, 
so we came up with the idea of taking businesspeople into schools. 

That led to our Small Business Ambassadors (SBA) initiative, which 
we have trademarked at the guidance of the South East England 
Development Agency, and we have set up Education for Enterprise, 
which is a community interest company. 


Q What happens with SBA? 

A We found that schools would pick up the phone, talk to a local busi¬ 
ness, that business might go to the school once or twice and then 
they’d lose touch. 

We’ve created a format where a business can be guided by us 
because we work with the school. We write a lesson plan with the 
school and then shape the content - in fact, we’ve quite a portfolio of 
classroom content - choose which business person would be suitable, 
talk them through it, guide them and put them in the classroom, but 
not on their own. 


Q What about the future? 

A We’re working with youth service the Kent Foundation, and we’ve 
got connections with the National Centre for Graduate Entrepre¬ 
neurship. 

Also we’ve got a commercial deal with West Focus, which is a group 
of eight universities working through the knowledge transfer centre 
at Kingston. And we’re just about to do some work within the Univer¬ 
sity of Kent. We’d like to see the Fed’s regional membership grow from 
almost 7,000 up to 10,000.

TIMING is crucial when 
considering selling a plot of 
land with planning permis¬ 
sion for redevelopment, 
according to Kent property 
experts RPC Land and New 
Homes.

One year on, what did the world’s greatest cycle race achieve in Kent? 

British cycling’s 
reaping benefit 
of Le Tour 2007 




A LONG AND WINDING RACE: Kent crowds lined the route to last year’s Stage One of the Tour de France, only the third time the historic race had graced these shores 


A YEAR ago one million people 
flanked the roadsides across Kent 
as the county played host to one 
of the biggest sporting events in 
the world. 

It was only the Tour de France’s third visit 
to Britain in the event’s 104-year history and 
came the day after London began the tour by 
hosting the Prologue time trial. 

With the 126-mile Stage One route bathed 
in July sunshine, the crowds cheered on a 
long breakaway by British rider David Mil¬ 
lar before Australian Robbie McEwen sprint¬ 
ed to win Stage One in Canterbury. 

After the race, Tour director Christian 
Prudhomme said: “The enormous crowds in 
Kent have taken our breath away. The Tour 
has been staggered by the warm reception 
we have been given by the British public.” 

The Tour would later become embroiled in 
several drugs scandals, but at the time there

was little doubt the event had been a huge 
sporting success for Kent. 

The 2008 edition of the world’s most presti¬ 
gious road race started in Brittany yesterday, 
and 12 months on from its brief rendezvous 
in southern England the impact is still being 
felt in Kent. 

Stronger 

With such a big event, interest was always 
likely to surge around the time of the race. It 
may have been expected that in the following 
months the levels would peter out, but 
according to cycling clubs across the county, 
the Tour has left a legacy. 

Rod Kennison was among the thousands of 
amateur cyclists to ride the course a week 
before the Tour. As president of Medway Velo 
he has seen the effects first hand. 

He said: “It has generated a terrific amount 


of interest. Our club has doubled in size, we 
have probably got 30-40 new members 
because of the race. We had interest straight 
away after the race, a really good response. 
We are getting stronger and stronger and I 
think cycling is going to benefit from it.” 

Ray Harrad, membership secretary with 
youth cycling club Team Darenth in Dart- 
ford, agrees. 

He said: “It was very well received at the 
time, there were huge crowds along the 
route. I think there has been a general 
increase in interest. Obviously the publicity 
of the Tour generated a lot of that, but I think 
it has progressed throughout the year.” 

While the Tour has played its part in a 
surge in interest, it is unlikely to be the only 
cause. British cycling is in rude health after 
topping the medals table at the World Track 
Cycling Championships in March and the 
team is expected to be perform well at the 
Beijing Olympics next month. 

Ian Ferrell, chairman of VC Deal, believes 


the Tour was crucial in spreading interest in 
cycling to a wider audience, but other events 
are needed to maintain the momentum. 

He said: “There was such a buzz around 
last year, it really did bring top level cycling 
to the people. It’s like any other sport, with 
something like that you get to appreciate the 
sheer magnitude of it. You only had to go to 
the finish at Canterbury or anywhere along 
the route, it was a fantastic atmosphere. 

“Nationally cycling is quite strong, espe¬ 
cially since the British team did so well at 
the World Championships. With the 
Olympics as well I think it’s all part of a 
whole process where we advertise the sport. 

“We need to keep plugging away and build 
on it. I know there’s talk about Britain enter¬ 
ing a team in the Tour de France by 2010. If 
that comes off then brilliant.” 

The Tour finishes in Paris on July 27.

A WEEK of high-speed water 
sport action begins off the 
Ramsgate coast today as the 
European Water Ski Racing 
Championships get underway.

Key, who has stated he 
would like to return to playing 
for his country, last featured for 
England back in January, 2005, 
in a Test against South Africa. 

The Kent captain, who guid¬ 
ed Kent to the Twenty20 Cup 
victory last year, has made 20 
appearances for England and 
has scored more than 800 runs. 

He said: “It is obviously nice 
to still be in thoughts of the 
selectors and be named in the 
squad.

Brawn, who masterminded Michael 
Schumacher’s seven Formula One world 
championships at Benetton and later 
Ferrari, became the team principal at Honda 
in November last year after taking a one- 
year sabbatical from the sport. 

In February, Conway was named as part of 
Honda FI’s young driver programme, beat¬ 
ing GP2 racers Andi Zuber and Italian Luca 
Fillipi to the seat. The position has seen 
Conway test the 2008 Honda FI car on 
various occasions this season, which has 
impressed the team’s supremo. 

Brawn told Kent on Sunday: “I think Mike 
can make it to Formula One, he is a good 
driver and has been doing reasonably very 
well this year in GP2. 

“He has been doing a great job for us in 
testing and I have been very impressed with 
him. The difficulty is Formula One is such a 
high standard and very few drivers make it. 
I hope he can get there.” 

With all eyes this afternoon on 
Lewis Hamilton bidding to be the first 
British winner of the British Grand Prix 
at Silverstone for eight years, Sevenoaks 
driver Conway will be hoping to catch the

attention of the Formula One paddock. 

Conway has had a fast rise to GP2, the 
Formula One feeder series, and has shown 
his pedigree as a racer by winning the 
British F3 championship in 2006. 

The championship has been won by some 
illustrious names, including the late great 
Ayrton Senna and two-time Formula One 
world champion, Mika Hakkinen. 

The 24-year-old has made a good start to 
his second season in GP2 with the Trident 
Racing team and will be looking to impress 
at Silverstone in the two races. 

Last year, the circuit produced his 
best result of the season with a second-place 
finish. However, last month Conway 
eclipsed that by producing one of the drives 
of his career so far with a victory on the 
streets of Monaco. 

With Honda driver Rubens Banichello 
coming towards the end of his career and 
his contract with the team up at the end of 
the season, Conway could have a chance to 
claim a seat for Honda’s FI team for 2009. 

Brawn said: “His win at Monaco did 
impress a lot of teams, but there are only 
one or two drivers who will make it out of 
GP2 for next season. 


“You almost need to decimate the champi¬ 
onship to become part of a Formula One 
team. You really have got to be quite excep¬ 
tional to get there, but I wouldn’t turn my 
back on Mike at Honda though.” 

Brawn, who worked alongside 
Schumacher for 16 years, believes the 
German driver raised the bar for all drivers 
and that Hamilton - who began his career 
karting at Kent’s Buckmore Park - is set to 
follow in the footsteps of the sport’s most 
successful driver. 

He added: “Naturally, Schumacher had to 
have a huge talent to do what he did in the 
sport as well as some of the other qualities 
that drivers are trying to emulate today. 
Lewis Hamilton is one who I feel is trying to 
emulate him.”
